ELF defence is the first law of nature, and the 


law applies with equal force to other matters 


as well as to the protection of human life. In com- 
pliance with the command of nature the western 
members of Congress, or at least a goodly portion of 
them, have resolved to force recognition of the 
claims of the States that demand attention to the 
reclaimatiou of arid lands. They propose to hold 
up the rivers and harbors appropriation, until con- 
cession is made in the matters of water storage and 
irrigation. We are pleased to notice that a number 
of California papers are calling attention to the fact 
that the east has heretofore practically absorbed the 
appropriations for internal improvements, as will 
appear in the following from the Grass Valley 
Union- "Vast sums of money have been expended 
on the Atlantic coast for improving harbors and riv- 
ers, many of which are insignificant and unimport- 
ant. The money paid out there has been out of all 
proportion to what has been expended in other 
parts of the country. 
It has been hard to secure 


ample appropriations in the west where it has nec- 
essary to encourage water competition in transpor- 
tation, and large amounts of money acquired from 
the sale of public lands in the west have gone to 
improve the east. Now, the western members will 
insist that the money derived from the sale of pub- 
lic lands be devoted to the irrigation of lands still 
owned by the govei nment, and that the proceeds 
from selling irrigated lands be further used to ex- 
tend the irrigation systems. 
In this way a vast em-

Each State ought to have some claim to the funds 
received from the sale of lands in that State, and if 
applied right there would be much less waste land 
in the west within a few years."
